The rate on rough lumber from 
any point on the road to Clay 
City has been |6.00 per car for 
all size cars. On 60,000 pound 
capacity cars this was one cent 
per hundred pounds. The rate 
is now raised to 6 centB per hun- 
dred pounds or $86.00 per car to 
Clay City. This rate takes place 
October 1st. The rate of $6.00 
has only applied to material which 
was to be unloaded here, remanu- 
factured and rcshipped. The 
withdrawal of this route is a 
death blow to our planing mills, 
the spoke factory and other pros- 
pective plants.
